I have already w ritten more or less 
about what happened on the farm 
and the neighboring county and in 
San Juan 
Last Saturday and S un­ 
day we took a trip across and around 
the island. 
We thought conditions 
were bad on this side of the island, 
but we had seen nothing until we 
started on our trip 
I don’t know' 
th a t you will remember the trip wo 
took you on when you were here. Wo 
went over part of th a t trip, and I am 
going to take you over it again. 
On 
this trip we had our cam era along 
and we took some pictures. 
We are 
jomg to send you 
some 
of 
them. 


'Som e of these pictures tell very sad 
stories 
of 
destruction, 
devastation, 
suffering and hunger. 
Some of the 
sights were almost unbelievable. 
We left home about 9 o’clock S atu r­ 
day morning, went to Bayam on and 
from there started out the Comerio 
road. 
Here and there along the road 
we saw' buildings down, some blow .1 
away completely. 
Electric and tele­ 
phone lines w ere down all along the j 
road. 
About 15 miles out we arrived 
at the hydro-electric plant of the 
Porto Rico Light & Power Co. 
He^e 
about one and one-half million dol­ 
lars damage was done. Both of their 
plants were wrecked completely. This 
damage w’as done by w’ater. Tire to r - , 
rential rains th at came with the h u r­ 
ricane did almost as much damage as 
i the hurricane itself. 
The walls of I 
these plants were heavily reinforced 
tw'o feet thick, but these were crushed! 
and washed aw'ay as if they were no 
more than egg shells. The water was 
i 21 feet above the dam when the storm 
subsided. 
The next place we stopped 
was at Comerio. 
Here heavy damage 
was done, and from here on destruc- 
| tion and ruin met our view' at every! 
turn in the road. 
From Comerio to B arranquitas it 
w'as simply awful. 
Most every build 
ing we saw was more or less dam ­ 
aged. About 80 per cent of them w'ere 
down or blown completely away. The 
little town 
w'as almost 
completely

wrecked. FTom here on thru the cof­ 
fee plantation district of this section 
we saw nothing but ruin. 
Not only 
were the coffee trees down but the 
big shade trees which are so neces­ 
sary to the growing coffee were noth­ 
ing but a mass of twisted and torn 
branches. 
The coffee industry was 
badly hit by the hurricane. 
It takes 
from three to five years to grow' a 
producing coffee tree, but it takes 
from eight to ten years to grow the 
shade trees. From nere on down over 
the m ountains to the town of Coamo 
was just as bad. 
The tow’n of Coamo was not as bad­ 
ly damaged as the other towns we 
passed thru but it w’as bad enough— 
ruin on all sides. From here we went 
into Coamo Springs where W'e put up 
for the night. Here we m et the usual 
i sight. Half the roof was off the hotel, 
the old Spanish dining room was Just 
about ruined, but under an improvis­ 
ed roof we were able to get dinner 
and breakfast. 
Here again water did 
the greatest damage. 
Here the river 
rose to a heighth above the roof of 
the bath house, and when the river 
went down it left the beautiful old 
bath houses filled with mud and de­ 
bris about four feet deep. We did not 
get our usual “hot b ath “ on this trip. 
We were up bright and early on Sun­ 
day morning. 
We got away about 9 
o’clock on our way to Ponce. 
Here 
and there along the road were where 
the houses had stood, but the dam ­ 
age did not seem so heavy. 
At least 
1 here seemed to be more houses stand­ 
ing. 
The city was the least damaged oi 
any place we passed thru. 
We went 
out to the playa, Ponce Playa. 
This 
is where Company B of the 
16th 
Pennsylvania infantry landed in 1893, 
a little over 30 years ago. 
Here con­ 
siderable damage was done by the 
high seas th a t came in The N. Y. 
P. R. Steam ship company pier was 
almost completely wrecked. 
On this 
pier the Snow W hite Sugar Refining 
company had hundreds of tons of re­ 
fined sugar stored. 
This was soaked 
with sea w ater and was a total loss.

From here we turned east along 
the coast toward G uayam a. a dis­ 
tance of about 20 miles. 
The tele­ 
graph and electric lines were all down 
along this road. 
I could by this time 
see why there was no communication 
between San Juan and the Interior 
of the island. 
For a time the only 
communication 
between 
San 
Juan 
and Ponce was by cable from San 
Juan to Cuba and from 
Cuba 
to 
Ponce and back. And from Guayama 
on all bridges were out and we had 
to ford the rivers. 
We forded nine 
rivers before we got back to San Juan, 
While up in the m ountains we stop­ 
ped and took several pictures of what 
was left of some of the poorer peo­ 
ple’s homes or shacks. Here we wen- 
told some heartrending stories of suf­ 
fering and hunger, some of which I 
would rather not have heard. 
One 
woman told of losing their all. 
Just 
had a little lean-to built of what they 
could find of what was once their 
home was all they had. 
They had 
lived for four days on parched corn 
th a t they managed to save. 
They 
had no bread, coffee or anything else. 
The next place we stopped the m an 
told of his wife and family of three 
children going for about three days 
without anything to eat, not even a 
bite of bread. The only clothes these 
poor people had was what they had 
on their backs. 
These were only tw3 
I of the hundreds of just such cases. 
The conditions among the poor peon

class in the m ountains is beyond ex* 
pression or description. 
From G uayam a we went to Arroyo, 
and from here on east we began to 
run into some of the most horrible 
sights th a t I have ever seen, nothing 
but destruction and ruin everywhere. 
The next little town we came to, call­ 
ed G uardarraya, we came upon a lit­ 
tle group of people gathered around 
a ruin. We stopped to take a picture, 
and on making inquiry we learned 
th a t the building had been a little 
M ethodist church. 
The building or 
I walls were of concrete construction., 
j About 10 o’clock in the morning about 
I 50 people took refuge in the church, 
I Being of concrete, they thought they j 
would be safe. 
About 1:30 in the 
afternoon the roof let go and t h* 
i walls caved in. 
Sixteen were killed 
outright and several others were bad­ 
ly injured, three dying after being 


j taken out of the ruins. We heard of 
many awful stories, but I guess this 
was the worst one. 
It was in this 
section th a t not one house was left 
: standing. The people fled to the hills 
in the early stages of the storm, 
where they took protection behind 
rocks and cliffs. 
W hen the storm 
finally subsided darkness came on so 
quickly th at many were compelled to 
stay In the hills all night with their 
clothes on and not a bite to eat. The 
suffering from this m ust have been 
terrible. 
One m an told me th at he 
and his family had been two days 
without a bite of food. The next m orn­ 
ing m any of the people could only 
! find where their homes stood the day 
: before. 
Here also m any had set to 
! work and built lean-tos and were get­ 
ting along as best they could. 
Manv 
only had dirty wet sacks for their 
| babies and little children to sleep on. 
It is these poor people back in the 
| outlying districts th at are suffering 
privation and almost starvation. The 
next towns we came to were M auna- 
bo, Yabucoa and Humacao. 
These 
towns were badly wrecked. 
Yubucoa 
1 was almost wiped out. not one build­ 
ing being left undamaged. 
In each of these places there was 
a large sugar mill. 
These mills wer* 
all destroyed. 
I don't think I have 
! ever seen any more complete destrur- 
i tion th an was wrought out on these 
mills. 
There is nothing left but a 
heap of twisted iron and steel, 
I am enclosing pictures of these 
mills. 
I cannot see how it will be 
i possible to get these mills in opera­ 
tion again. 
At least it will be im ­ 
possible to get them in shape to grind 
this next season. 
This also will spell 
or tell a terrible tale to the peon 
class. W ith the sugar mills down atul 
thousands and thousands of acres uf 
sugar cane ruined, where is the poor 
peon going to find work? 
There will 
be no work, and this means whan 
God only knows. It is an awful thing 
to think of. 
The next town was Juncos. Juncos 
was in about the same condition as 
the other towns, almost urecked and 
its sugar cane ruined, and the same 
conditions prevail. 
At 
Juncos 
we 
turned back inland to Caguas. 
C a­ 
su al was not quite so badly damaged, 
but here is the largest tobacco section 
on the island. 
You will no doubt remember the 
hundreds of tobacco barns a !ong the 
road. 
Well, I don’t think there a r 1 
a dozen of 
these 
barns 
standing. 
Most every one of them are down 
and practically all of the tobacco crop 
ruined. 
This will throw thousands 
out of work. 
At Caguas we decided 
we had seen quite enough and we 
headed for San Juan. 20 miles away 
This was the most terrible and m ind- 
wracking trip I have ever made. On 
mast every turn in the road some one 
in the car would cry out “Oh my God, 
i look there.” 
Words cannot describe 
«it. 
One would have to see it to real- 
: ize the awfulness of it. 
The American N ational Red Cros 
is here under the direction of Col. 
Henry M. Baker, who has with him 
trained American assistants 
The., 
are getting their work pretty well or­ 
ganized. and are doing a wonderful 
work. 
But they 
have 
been 
badly 
ham pered in getting back into the 
interior on account of washouts and 
landslides along many of the mos* 
.m portant roads. 
But these roads are 
fast being opened and traffic will soon 
be able to get through to all parts cf 
the island. 
On account of bridges 
being out. we had to ford nine stream s 
on our trip 
The fruit industry was badly hit. 
practically all of the grapefruit crop 
was lost. 
We will have nothing to 
ship until the pineapple crop comes 
in next April and May. In the m ean­ 
time one of our problems is goina o 
be how to take care of our help. 
Wo 
here on our place normally emplov 
75 or 80 men and boys. 
For the next 
six m onths we will have bu? very lit­ 
tle to do. 
But we are going to try 
and get along by giving each m an two 
and three days’ work a week. 
At the 
irate of wages the men get, two or 
three days a week will not iced them 
and their families. It is a serious sit - 
uation. 
We are far better off than 
the poor people back in the interior 
who will have no work at all. 
All th" 
bananas on the island were down. 
This takes away a source Of ia>d 
i Most all the avacado trees are down 
¡Here is also another big food loss, 
the peon in the hills could almost ex­ 
ist on these foods. It will take almost 
a year for the bananas to begin to 
produce again. 
I could go for hours 
telling of the horrors wrought by this 
demon of the wind, but my time is 
j growing short and I must bring this 
• to a close in order to get it in the 
mail.

Voting Machine Not Something New. 
The history of the voting m achine 
rovers a considerable period of time. 
The earliest suggestion of the pos­ 
sibility of improving the franchise by 
mechanical m eans dates back to 1849 
The device passed through many 
stages of development. The inventors 
have apparently succeeded in perfect­ 
ing a fairly satisfactory voting m a­ 
chine. 
New York was the first state to 
legalize the voting machine. In 1891 a 
bill was introduced to perm it the use 
of an autom atic 
registering 
ma- 
m achine as an aid to electors. In 1895 
Connecticut and two years later Cali­ 
fornia passed an act creating a vot­ 
ing m achine commission. It was not, 
however, until 1903 th a t their ado p t­ 
ion was authorized by law. and th at 
only after the passage of a constitu­ 
tional am endm ent the year previous. 
In 1901 the constitution of P en n ­ 
sylvania which up to th a t time had 
required all elections to be by ballot, 
was am ended to perm it also “such 
other m ethods as may be prescribed 
by law; providing 
th at 
secrecy in 
voting be preserved.”

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APE SKELETON MAKES 
MAN LOOK LIKE PYGMY 
BALTIMORE, Oct. 11—With the 
arrival of the skeletons of four giant 
upes, Dr. Adolph H. Schultz, asso­ 
ciate professor of physical anthropo­ 
logy at Johns Hopkins University has 
in his laboratory the finest collection 
of these animals In the country. 
One of them is believed to be the 
largest skeleton of its kind in the 
United States. It is of an animal that 
was six feet tall and weighed 400 
pounds. Bones of the arm of a husky 
man placed beside those of the ape 
look like the army of a pygmy. 
With each ape came a story of a 
thrilling encounter in a far awav 
land. 
It is a part of the business of the 
physical anthropologist 
to compare 
the structure of the gorilla’s skeleton 
with man s and the sizes of the vari­ 
ous pai ts inciudm j skull and brain 
cavity. 
Dr. Schultz does not expect to find 
the missing link but it having been 
established to 
the satisfaction 
of 
scientists that all apes are relatives 
of the human, distant perhaps but 
still relatives, all possible data, on 
this member of the family is de­ 
sired.
